diseascs^ineludes nil those in which the board of health orders (he isolntio 


of the cases. 
These may be divided into two classes; first lhe luiici nut 


second the neulc diseases, 
in lhe h'rsl. clnss are included all the tubercu 


"Jusis cases, including those in various stages of the disease from the iirsi 


attack until the patient is on the 'verge of death. The second class includes 


scarlet fever, diphtheiia and snmtlpo.x. 


Now il is very important, that the contagious hospital should provide 


the nccessaiy accommodation for lhe care and treatment of tuberculosis 


patients in every stage of the disease. 
If 
(lie. incipient cases receive 


proper tieaiment they may be ic.idily cured. 
Tho more adviiinied cases 


will sfill be Surrounded wilh uncertainly while lhe incurable must be pro- 
uded for and kepi separate from lhe others; 


Those who are acquainted with lhe Ojien air Ircalment as il has been 


carried out on a limited scale at the Lowell General hospital will realize 
this it cannot be successfully conducted indoors or on a small area. More- 
over, it should not he located near any'thickly settled district, nor close Io 
other buildings occupied by any laige number of people. 
With these con- 


ditions precedent to lhe proper treatment of tuberculosis eases, il would 
seem obvious that the lot now under consideration if not. finally selected by 
the contagious hospital commission, is not well adapted to the purposes of 
such a hospital. 
On lhe other hand in expend a large amount of money 


for a ho&pital for acute cases only would be an unprofitable undertaking 
for the city.

PLANNING AND . LOCATING THE 
CONTAGIOUS HOSPITAL 


Wliiia tha city of Lowell is expending money for a contagious hospital, 


it is quite important that the hospital should be so planned as,to be of tho 


. greatest possible benefit to the city. 
The word, "contagious" as applied to 


diseases includes all Ihoso in which the boaid of health'orders the isolation 


of the oases. 
These may be divided into two classes; first the niild and 


^ second the acute diseases. 
In the fiist class are included all the tubeieu- 


losis cases, including those in various stages of the disease from the first 


attack until the patient is on the verge of death. The second class includes 


scarlet fever, diphtheria and smallpox. 
.. 
/ 


Now it is veiy uupoitaiit that the contagious hospital should-provide; 


the necessary accommodation for the caie and treatment of tuberculosis 


patients in eveiy stage of the disease. 
If the incipient cases icecive 


propei tiealment they may be readily cured. 
The more advanced cases 


will still be sunounded with uncertainly while the incurable must be pro- 
vided for and kept separate fiom the others. 


Those v\ho aie acquainted with the open air tiealment as it has been 


carried out on a limited scale at tho Lowell General hospital will icalizc 
this it cannot he successfully conducted indoors or on a small area, More- 
over, it should not bo located near any thickly settled district, nor close to 
other buildings occupied by any laige number oE people. 
With these con- 


ditions'precedent to Hie proper treatment of tuberculosis cases, it' would 
seem obvious that the lot now under consideration if not finally selected by 
the contagious hospital commission, is not well adapted to the purposes of 
such a hospital. 
On Ilia other hand to expend a large npnoimt of money 


- for a hospital for acute cases only would be an unprofitable undertaking 


for the city. 


One of the main purposes of the contagious hospital is to help in the 


battle against the White Plague and to render efficient service in that direc- 
tion. 
A contagions hospital should be a reasonable distance from the 


public stiect and fiom residential dishicts. 
There should be 
sufficient 


area on which the patients might lake exercise and if there be some wooded 
laud ifl the vicinity so much the heller. 
With.these icquisites in view, we 


do not think (he proposed site adjoining the present city farm buildings 


Mould meet the icquiiements of the contagious hospital. 
Such an insti- 


tution should be apart from other buildings; it should bo in the open, and it 
should not be close to any street. 
It would appear also to be clearly neces- 


sary to nave more than 01,0 building; as in cases of smallpox a separate 
building would be icquiicd for (hat-alone. 
It would be a vast benefit to 


the Cj|y to have a contagious hospital i,, which the tuberculosis cases could 
be efteotivcly treated, and in which Ihe cases of scarlet fever and diphtheiju 
could be piopwly isolated without risk either to Ihe palienls or to others 
It should be remedied (hat there are nearly one hundred' tuberculosis
